“broken up, and the utmoft caution to ie ufed, to keep myfex 
free from offending ry Indian neighbours all round about me. 


While I was thus bufily employed, and all my time and firength 
laid out in this laborious undertaking, [ recetved a commiffion 


from the government to engage in their defence: And with my, 


_comnuffion [received another heart, inclining me to put forth 
my jirength in military fervice: And through the grace of 
GOD Twas Wh ditace for that work, and direfion in it was 
renewed to me day vy day. And although many of the actions 

that Iwas concerned in were very difficult &8 dungerous,yet my 
“ th & ee woh went ot me velar) + iat the fer sae pad 
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our lives, for the moft part, wonderfuily preferved, by the over- 
vuling hand of the Almighty, from firrft to laft , which doth 
aloud befpeak our praifes : And. to declare bis wonderful 
works is our He BES yg duty. I was ever very fenfible of 
my own littlene/s, and unfitne[s to be employed im fuch great 
fervices ; but calling to mind that GOD is STRONG, T en- 
deavoured to put all my confidence in him, and by his almighty 
power was carried through every dificult atiion : And my 
defire is that his name may have the praife. 

— Lt was ever my intent, having laid myfelf under a ules | 
promife, that the many and repeated favours of GOD to my- 
self, aud thofe with mein the fervice, might be publifoed fox 
generations to come. And now my great age requiring my 
difmiffion from fervice in the militia, and to put off my armour,

hold ! the rumoursof a war between the Englifh and the 
People began to be 
very jealous of the Indians, and indeed they had no {mall 


teafon to fufpect that-they -had form’d a defign @f war 
upon the Eugiih, Mr. Church had it daily fugeeited to 


him that the Izdians were plotting a bloody defion. That - 


Philip, the great Mount-Hope Sachem, was leader therein ; 


and {fo it prov’d, he was fending his meflengers to all the 
neignbouring Sachems, to engage them into a confederacy 


~awith him in the war. 


Among the reft he fent fix men to Awa/bonks, Squaw- 
Sachem of the Sogkonate Indians, to engage her in his in- 
tereft: Awafhonks fo far liftened unto them, as to call her 
fubjects together, to make a great dance, which is the 
cuftom of that nation when they advife about moment- 
ous affairs. But what does Awafbonks do, but fends away 
two of her men that well underftood the Engli/h language, 
(Saffamon and\George ‘by name) to invite Mr. Church to 
the dance. Mr. Church upon the invitation, immediately 
takes with him Charles Hazelton, his tenant’s fon, who well 
underftood the Indian language, and rid down to the place 
appointed ; where they found hundreds of Indians gather- 
ed together from all parts of sher dominion. Awa/fbonks 
herlelt,-1n a foaming {weat, was leading the dance; but fhe. 
was no fooner fenfible of Mr.-Church’s arrival, but the. 
broke off, fat down, calls her nobles round her, orders Mr. 
Church to be invited mto her prefence ;. compliments be- 
ing patt, and each one taking feats, fhe told him, King 
Philip had fent fix men of hs, with two of her people;

that had been over at Mount-Hope,* to draw her into“a 
confederacy with him, in a war with the Exgli/h, defiring 
“him to give her his advice in the cafe, and to tell her the: 
truth, whether the Umpame men (as Philip had told her) 
were gathering a great army to invade Pdikp’s country.? 
He affured her he would tell her the truth, and give her 
- his’beft advice; then he told her it was but a "few days fince 
he came from Plymouth, and the Exgli/b were then making 
no preparations for war; that he was in company with 
the principal Gentlemen ‘of the government, who had no 
- difcourfe at all about war; and he believed no thoughts 
about it. He afked her, whether fhe thought he would 
have brought up his goods to fettle in that place, if he ap- 
prehended an entering into war with fo near a neighbour ® 
She feemed to be fomewhat convinced by his talk, and, 
faid the believed he fpoke the. truth.. 

Then fhe called for the Mount-Hope men, who made a 
formidable appearance, with their faces painted,. and their 
hair trimmed up in comb-fafhion, with their powder- 
--hornsand fhot-bags at their backs ; which among that na- 
tion is the pofture and figure of preparednefs for war. 
She told Mr. Church thefe were the perfons that ‘had 
brought her the report of the Englifh preparations for war, 
and. then told. them what Mr. Church hag faid in anfwer 
. to it.

Then Mr. Church tutn’d to Awajbonks, and told her if 
Philip was refolved to make war, her bett way would be 
to knock thofe fix Mount-Hopes on the head, and fhelter 
‘herfelf under the protection of the Engh : Upon which | 
the Mount-Hopes were for the prefent dumb. But thofe 
two of Awafbonk’s men, who had been at Mount-Hope, ex- 
-preffed them/felves in a furious manrer avainft his advice. 
And Little-Eyes, one of the Queen’s council, join’d with 
them, and urged Mr. Church to go afide with him among 
the buthes: that he might have fome private difcourfe with 
him, which other Indians immediately forbid, being fenfi- 
ble of his ill defien : But the Indians began to fide and 
prow very warm. Mr. Church, with un daunted courage, 
told the Mount-Hopes they were bloody wretches, and 
thirfted after the blood of their Engiip neighbours, who 
had never injured them, but had always abounded ia their 
kindnefs to them. — “That, for his own part, though he de- 
fired nothing more than peace, yet, if nothing but war 
would fatisfy them, he believed he fhould prove. a fharp 
thorn in their fides: Bid the company obferve thofé men 
that were of fuch bloody difpofitions, whether ptovidence 
‘would fuffer them to live to fee the event of the war, which 
others, more peaceably difpofed, might do. 
Then he told Awa/bonks he thought it might be moft ‘ 
advifable for her to fend to the Governor of Plymouth, and — 
Shelter herfelf and people under his prote€tion. She liked 
his advice, and defired him to go on her behalf to the Ph- 
mouth government, which he confented to: And at parting 
advifed her, whatever the did, not to defert the Engijh in- 
tereft, to join with her neighbours in a rebellion which 
would certainly ptove fatal to her, [He moved none of | 
his goods from his houfe, that there imi ight not be the leaft — 
umbrage from fuch an action,] She thanked him fot his 
advice, and fentt two of het" men to guard mitts to his houfe ;

Which when they came there, urged him to take care to fe- 
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awar. Mr. Charch'advifed her to go tothe Ifland and fes 
eure herfelf, and thofe that were with her ; and fend-to the 
Governor of Piymouthy who fhe knew was her friend, and: 
fo left her, refolving to haften to Plymouth, and wait onthe 
Governor: And he was fo expeditious that he was with the 
Governor early next morning, though he waited on fome 
of the magiftrates by the way, who were of the council of 
war, and alfo met him at the Governer’s.. He gave them 
an account of his obfervations and difcoveries, which con- 
firmed their former intelligences, and: haftened:their pine 
ration for defence. 

Pbilipy 2 according to his: promife to his people, permit- 
ted them to march out of the neck on the next Lord’s- Day; 
when they plundered the neareft houfes that the inhabitants 
had-deferted But as yet offer'd no violence to the people, 
at leaft none were killed. . However the alarm was given 
by their numbers and hoftile equipage, and by the prey 
they made of what they could find in the forfaken houtes. 

An exprefs came the fame day to the Governor, who 
‘immediately gave orders to the Captains of the towns to 
march the greateft part of their companies, and to rendez- 
‘vous at Taunton, on Monday night, where Major Bradford 
was to receive them, and difpofe them under Capt. (now 
made Major): Cusworth, of Scituate. Vhe Governor defi- 
red Mr. Church to give them his company,. and to ufe his 
antereft, in their behalf, with the gentlemen of Rhode-Ifland. 
‘He comply’d with it, and they march’d the next day.— 
Major Bradford defiréd Mr: Church, with a commanded 
party, cenfifting of Englif and fome. friend Indians, to 
march in the front, at fome diftance from the main body. 
‘Their orders were to keep fo far before.as not to be in fight 
‘of the army. And fo they did, for by the way they killed 
ca deer, fleed, roafted, and eat the moft of him, before the 
army came up with them. but the Plymouth forces foon 
‘arrived at Swanzey, & were chiefly pofted at Major Brown’s 
and Mr, Miles. _Gartifons ; and were there foon joined 


avith thofe wins came from Maffachufetts, who had entered 
into a confederacy with their Plymouth brethren, againtt 
the ‘perfidious heathens. 
. The enemy,. who ee their hottilities with plus apie’ 
ing, and deltroying cattle, did not long content themfelves 
with that game they thirfted for Englifh blood, and they 
oon broached i it; killing two men in the way not far 
from Mr. Mile’s.garrifon ; and foon after, eight more at 
Mattapoifet :* Upon whole bodies they exercifed more than 
brutith barbarities;, beheading, difmembring and mang- 
ling them, and expofing themin the moft inhuman man- 
ner; which gaihee and ghoftly objects ftruck adamp on 
all beholders. 
powad he enemy, Authed with thefe. momplets orew, yet bol- 
‘ders and {kulking every where in, the bufhes, fhot at ail 
paflengers, and killed many that ventured abroad. They 
came fo near as to fhoot down two centinels at Mr. Mile’s 
garrifon, under. the very ‘nofes of moft of our.forces. 
‘Thefe provocations drew out. the refentment of fome of 
Captain Prentices troops, whodefired they might have 
diberty to go out. and feek the enemy in their own quarters: 
Quarter Matters Gill and Beleber commanded the parties 
drawn out, who earneftly defired Mr. Courch’s company: 
‘They. provided him a horfe and furniture. (his.own being 
out of the way ;) he readily led och with their Gelinas 
and. was foon mounted.,. 
is This party was no fooner over Mi ile’s bridge, ‘but were 


"fired upon by an ambufcade of about a dozen Indians, as _ 


they were afterwards difcovered to be. When they drew 
off, the pilot was mortally wounded, Mr. Belcher received 
a fhot in his knee, and his ‘horfe was killed under him, 
Mr. Gill was ftruck, with a mufket-ball on the fide of his 
belly ; but being clad with a bufi. coat, and fomesthick- 
enefs of paper. under it, it never broke his» fkin. The 
troopers “were. furprifed to fee /both their. commanders

‘at length ftormed and ftampt; and told them it was a 
fhame to run, and leave a wounded man there to become 
a prey to the barbarous enemy : For the pilot yet fat on 
‘his horfe, though fo mazed with the fhot, as not to have 
fenfe to ouide him; Mr. Gi// feconded him, and: offered, 
though much difabled, to affit in bringing ‘him off. »Mr. 
Church aiked .a ftranger, who gave him his company. in 
that action, if he wuld go with him and fetch off the 
wounded man ; He readily confented, & they, with Mr: Gili, 
~vent, but the wounded man fainted and fell off his horfe 
before they came to him; but Mr. Church and the ttranger 
difmounted, took up the man dead, and laid him before 
Mr. Gillon his horfe. Mr. Church told the other two, if 
they would take care of the dead man, he would go and 
fetch his horfe back, which was going off the cauley to: 
ward the enemy ; but before he got over the caufey he faw 
the enemy run \to the right into the neck. He brought 
back the horfe, and called earneftly and repeatedly to the 
army to come over and fight the enemy; and while he 
ftood calling and perfuading, the fkuiking enemy returned 
to their old ttand, and all difcharged their guns at him at 
one clap, though every fhot mifled him; yet one of the 
army, on the other fide of the river, evceived one of the 
‘balls in his foot, Mr. Church now began (no fuccour 
coming to him) to think in time to retreat: Saying, The 
Lord bwcié mercy on us, it fuch a handful of Indians oho 
: cal dare fuch an army ! r 
~ Upon this it was immediately refalvedl and orders were” 
given to march down into the neck, and havin® paffed 
the bridge and caufey, the direction was to ‘extend both 
wings, which being not well heeded, by thefe that re- 
mained in the center, fome of them mito their friends. 
for their enemies, and made a fire upon them in the right 
wing, and wounded that noble heroick youth, Enfien Sq- 
vage, in the thigh, but it happily proved but a flefh wound, 
anes marched until they came to the narrow of the aot 7 
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at) a place called Keekamuit,* where they took down the 
heads of eight Englifo men that were killed at the head of 
Mattapoifet-neck, and {et upon poles, after the barbarous 
manner of thofe favages.. There Philip had ftaved all his 
drums, and conveyed all his canoes to the Eaft-fide of Mat- 
tapoifer-river ; hence it was concluded, by thofe that were 
acquainted with the motions of thofe people, that, they 
had quitted the neck. Mr. Church told them that Pé:- 
lip was doubtlefs gone over to Pocajfet fide, to ingage 
thofe Indians in. rebellion with him; which they foon 
found to.be true. The enemy were not really beaten 
out of Mount-Hope neck, though it was true they fled 
from. thence, yet it was before any purfued them. It 
swas but to ftrengthen themfelves, and to gain a more ad~ 
wantageous poft. However, fome, and. not a few, pleated 
themfelves with the fancy of a mighty conquett. | 
. A grand council was held, and a refolve paft, to build 
a fort there, to. maintain the firft ground they had gained, 
by the Indians leaving it tothem ; and to {peak the truth, 
it muft.be faid, that as they gained not that field by their 
fword, nor their bow; fo it was rather their fear than 
their courage,, that obliged them to fer up the marks of 
their conquett. Mr. Church looked upon it, and talked 
of it with. contempt, and urged hard the purfuing. the 
enemy on Pocaffet fide, and with the greater earneftneds, 
 becaufe. of his promife made to Awa/bonks, before men- 
.. tioned. The council adjourned themfelves from Adeunts 
“Hope to Roboboth, where Mr. ‘Treafurer Southworth, be- 
ing weary of his charge of Commiflary General, (provi- 
fion being, fearce and difficult to be obtained, for the ar- 
my, that now lay ftill to cover the people from, no body, 
while they were building a fort for nothing), retired, and 
the power. and.trouble of that. poft was. left. with Mr. 
Church, who fil urged the commanding officers to move 
| ever to Pocaffet fide,* to purfue the enemy, and kill Poi 
_ kp, which would, in his opinion, be more probable to keep.

Mr. Church calls 
for the breakfaft he had ordered to be brought over in the 
boat ; butthe man ‘that had the charge of it confefied that 
he was afleep when the boats-men called him, and in hafte 
came away, and never thought of it, It happened that 
Mr. Church hada few cakes “of rufk in his pocket, that 
Madam Cranfton. (the Governor of Rhode-Ifland’s Lady) 
gave him when he came off the ifland, which he divided 
arnone the Rorepeniys which’ was: all. the provifions: they 
had). 

~Mr. Church, after their fender breakfaft, propofed to 
Orit Fuller, that he would march in queft of the enemy, 
with fuch of the company as would be willing to march 
with him, which he comply’d with, theugh \ with a creat 
deal of feruple, becaufe of his fvall: number, and the ex- 
treme hazard he forefaw muft attend them. 2 

But fome of the company reflected upon Mr. Church, 
that notwithftanding his talk on the other fide of the river, 
he had not fhewn them any. Indians fince they came:over- 
Which now mév’d him to tell them, thet if ic was their de- 
fire to fee Indians, he believ’d he fhould now foon fhew them 
what they fhould fay was enough. 
The. number allowed him foon drew off to him, which

| ney came to the brook that runs into Numnaquobqut: 
neck,. where they difcover’d a frefh and plain track, which 
they concluded to be from the great pine {wamp, about a 
mile from the road that leads to Sogkonate. 1 Now, fays.] Mr. 

Church, to his men, if we follow this. track, no doubt but. 
we fhall foon fee Indians. enough ;, they exprefs d their 


willingnefs to follow the track, and mov’din it, but had 


not gone far before one of them narrowly efeaped being 
bit. ie a ‘rattle-fnake : And the woods that the ‘track 1, 
493 them > 
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them through was haunted much with thofe fnakes, which 
the little company feem’d more to be afraid of than the 
black ferpents they were in queft of, and therefore bent their 
courfe another way, to a place where they thought it pto- 
bable to find fome of the enemy. Had they kept the 
track to the pine fwamp, they had been certain of meetine 
Indians enough ; butnot fo certain that any of them fhould 
have returned to give account how many. 

Now they pats'd down into Punkatees neck ; and in iheie 
march difcovered a large wigwam full of Indian truck, 
which the foldiers were for loading themfelves with, until Mr. 
Church forbid it, telling them they might expect foon to have 
their hands full, and bufinefs without caring for plunder. 
Then croffing the head of the creek into the neck, they a- 
gain difcover’d frefh Indian tracks very lately pate’ be- 
fore them into the neck. They then got privately and 
undifeover’d unto the fence of Capt. A/my’s peafe-field, 
and divided.into two parties, Mr. Church keeping the one 
party with himfelf, fent the other with Lake, who was ac- 
quainted with the ground, on the other fide. “wo Indians 
were foon difcover’d coming out of the peafe-field towards 
them ; when Mr. Chureb, ‘and thofe that Were with him, 
concealed themfelves from. them, by falling fat on the 
ground; but the other divifion, not ufing the fame caution, 


- were feen by the enemy, which occafioned them to run ; 
which when Mr. Church perceived, he fhewed himfelf to 


them, and eall’d, telling them he defired but to fpeak 
hem, and would not hurt them: But they ran, and Ck , 
purfued. The Indians climb’d over a fence, and one of 

ther facing about difcharged his piece, but without effect, 
on the Engi) : One of the Englih foldiers ran up to the 
fenc and fird upon him that had difcharged his piece ; 
and | they concluded, by the yelling they heard, that the 
Indian was wounded; but the Indians foon got into the 
thickets, whence they faw thern no more for the Fein 
~ Mr. Church then marching over a ys piece 0 aie | 
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whete the wodds were very thick on one fide; ordered 
his little company to march at a double diftance, to make 
as big a fhow (if they fhould be difcovered) as might be; 
but before they faw any body, they were faluted with a 
volley of fifty or fixty guns; fome bullets came very fur- 

rifingly near Mr, Church, who ftarting, looked behind 

him, to fee what was congeees of his men, expecting to 
have feen half of them dead, but feeing them all upon 
their legs, and brifkly firing at the fmokes of the enemies 
— guns (for that was all that was then to be feen) He ble/- 
fed God, and called to bis men not to difcharge all.their guns 
at once, left the enemy fhould take the advantage of fuch an 
opportunity to run upon them with their hatchets. 


Their next motion was immediately into the Peafe- 


field.* _ When they came to the fence, Mr. Church bid as 


many as had not difcharged their guns, to clap under the ~ 


fence, and lie clofe, while the other, at fome diftance in 
the field, fteod to charge; hoping that if the enemy fhould 
ereep to the fence, to gain a fhot at thofe that were charg- 
ing their guns, they might be furprifed by thofe that, day 
under the fence; but cafting his eyes to the fide of the 
hill above them, the hill feemed to move, being covered 
over with indians, with their bright guns olittering i in. the 
fun, and running ih a circumference with a defign to fur-

_ and wondered what fhould be the. occafion, until he: wa: 
afterwards informed, that the boats had. bee th: 
morning from the ifland, and had landed a p xf men 
at Fogland, that were defigned i in Punkatees neck, to fetch 


off fome cattle and horfes, but were ambufcaded, and ma- 


_ ny.of them wounded by the enemy. | 
* Tiverton hore, about half a mule above Fogland ferry. C. Now 
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Now our gentleman’s courage and condu& were both 
put to the teft, he encourages his men, and orders fome 
to run and take a wall for fhelter before the enemy gained 
it. It was time for them now to think of efcaping if they 
knew which way. Mr. Church orders his men to ftrip te 
their white fhirts, that the iflanders miht difcover them 
to be Englifhmen’; and then orders three guiis to be fired 
diftinet, hoping it might’ be obferved by their friends on 
the oppofite fhore. The men that were ordered to take 
the wall being very huhgry, ftopped a while among’ the 
peafe to gather a few, being about four rod from the 
wall; the enemy from behind hail’d them with a fhower 
of bullets; but foon all but one came tumbling over an 
old hedge down the bank, where Mr. Church and the reft 
were, antl told him’ that his brother B. Southworth, who 
was the man that was mifling, was killed, that they faw 
him fall; and.fo they did indeed fee him fall, but 1 was 
without a fhot, and lay no longer than till he had an op- 
portunity to'clapa bullet into one of the enemy’s forehead, 
and then carhe running to his company. The meaneis of 
tle Englifh powder was now their greateft misfortune ; 
when they were immediately upon this befet with multi-_ 
tudes of Indians, who poffeffed themfelves of every rack, 
—ftump, tree or fence that was in fight, fring upon them 
without ceafing ; while they had no other fhelter but a 
fmall bank and bit of a water fence. And yet to add to — 
the difadvantaye of this little handful of diftreffed_mengi 
the Indians alfo poffeffed themfelves of the ruins of @ * 
houfe’ that over looked them; fo> that now they had no 
way to’ prevent lying quite open to fome, or other of the © 
enemy, butto heap up ftones before them, as they did, 
and {till bravely and wonderfully defended themfelves — 
againft all the numbers of the enemy. At length camie 
_ over one of the boats from the ifland fhore, but the efie- 
my plied their thot fo warmly to her as made her keep 
vat. fome diftance; Mr. Church defired them to fend’ their 
Canoe

canoe afhore to fétcl ther on board; but no perfuafions 
nor arguments could prevail with them to bring their ca- 
noe to fhore ; which fome of Mr. Church's men perceiv- 
ing, began to cry out, For God's fake to take them off, for 
their ammunition was fpent, &c. Mr. Church being fen- 
fible of the danger of the enemy’s hearing their com- 
plaints, and being made acquainted with the weaknefs and 
{cantinefs of their ammunition, fiercely called to the boat’s 
matter, and bid him either fend his canoe afhore, or elfe be 
gone prefently, or he would fire upon him. 

_ Away goes the boat, and leaves thém ftill to fhift for 
themfelves ; ; but. then another difficulty arofe, the enemy 
feeing the boat leave them, were re-animated, and fired 
thicker and fafter than ever; upon which fome of the men 
that were lightelt of foot, began to talk of attempting an 
efcape by ficht, until Mr. Church folidly convinced: them 
of the impracticablenefs of it; and encouraged them yet, 
told them, That be had obferved fo much of the remark- 
able and wonderful providence of God hitherto preferving 
| them, that it encouraged him to believe, with much confidence, 
that God would yet preferve them; that not a hair of their 
_ head fhould fall to the ground ; bid them be patient, coura- 

— geous and prudently {paring of their ammunition, and be made 

_ no doubt but they foould come well off yet, &c. watil his little - 

army again refolved, one and all, to ftay with, and ftick by wa 

| him. One of them, by Mr. Church's order, was pitching 

piiione up an end before him in the fand, when a bul- 

| the enemy, with a.full force, ftruck the ftone, 
while he was pitching it an end which put the poor fel- 

_ low to a miferable ftart, till Mr. Church called upon him 

to obferve, how God direéted the bullets, that the enemy 

| could not hit him when in the bee places et could bit the 

| ftone as it was ereéted: ; 1 hadi 

While they were thus making the beft defence’ th ey 

could againft their numerous enemies, that made the woods" 

ring with their conftant yelling and fhouting : And night © 

C2 coming, 
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coming on, fomebody told’Mr. Church, they fpied a floop: 
up the river as far as Gold-Ifland, that feemed to be com- 
ing down towards them : He looked up and told them, 
fuccour. was now coming, for be believed it was Captain’ 
Golding, whom be knew to be a man for bufine/s, and would. | 
certainly fetch them off, if be came. ‘Vhe wind being fair, 
the vefiel was foon with them ; and Captain Gelding it was. 
Mr. Church (as foon as they came to {peak with one an- 
other) defired him fo come to anchor at fucha diftance from: 
the fore that be might veer out his cable and ride afloat, ana 
let flip bis canoe, that it might drive afbore, whgch direc- 
tion Captain Golding obferved, but the enemy gave hime 
fach a warm falute,.chat his fails, colour, and ftern, were 
full of bullet holes. Bee ii 
The canoe eame afhore, but was:fo fmalf that fhe would: 
not bear above two men at atime; and when two were got 
aboard, they turned her loofe to drive afhore for two more, 
dnd the floop’s company kept the Indians in play the while; 
but wher at laft it came to Mr. Church’s turn to go aboard, 
he had left his hat and cutlafs at the well where he went to 
drink, when he firft came down; he told ‘his company, 
be would never go off and leave bis bat and cutlafs for ihe 
Indians , they foould never have that to reflect upon him: 
Though he was much difuaded from it, yet he would go 
and fetch them. He put all the powder he had left into: 
his gun (and a poor charge it was) and went prefenting 
his gun at the enemy, until he took up what he went for’; © 
at his return: he difcharged his gun at the enemy, to bid — 
them farewel for that time ; but had not powder enough 
to carry the bullet half way tothem. 7 
‘Two bullets from the enemy ftruck the canoe as he 
went on board, one grazed the hair of his head a little 
before; another ftuck in a fmall fake that ftood right 
-againft the middle of his breaft. | | 
~~ Now this Gentleman with his army, making in all 20 
men, himfelf and his pilot being nymbered with them, got

all fafe on board after fix hours ingagement with 300 In- 
dians., whofe number we were told afterwards by fome 
of themfelves. 4 deliverance which that good Gentleman 
often mentions to the Glory of God, and his protetiing pro- 
vidence. Lhe next day meeting with the reft of his little 
company, whom he had left at Pocaffet (that had allo a 
${mall fkirmifh with the Indians, and had two men wound- 
ed) they returmed to the Mount-Hepe garrifon; which 
Mr. Church ufed to call the loofing fort. Mr. Church 
‘then returning to the ifland, to feck provifion for the ar- 
amy, meets with Alderman, a noted Indian, that was juit 
come over from the Squaw Sachem’s cape of Pocaffet, hay- 
ing deferted from her, and brought over his family ; who 
gave him.an account of the ftate of the Indians, and where 
each of the Sagamore’s head quarters were. Mr. Church 
then difcourfed with fome who knew the fpot well where 
the Indians faid Weetamare’s* head quarters were, and of- 
fered their fervice to pilot him... With this news he haft- 
ened to the Mount-Hope garrifon, The army expreiled 
-their readinefs to embrace fuch an-opportunity. 
_ All the ableft foldiers were now immediately drawn off, 
equipped and deipatched upon this defign, under the com- 
mand of a certain officer; and having marched about two 
miles, véz. until they came to the cove that lies fouth 
welt from the Mount, where orders were given for an halt : 
The commander in chief told them he thought: it proper 
_ to take advice before he went any further; called IMr. 
Church and the pilot, and afked them, how they knew that 
_. Philip and all bis men were not by that time got to Weeta- 
_+more’s camp; or that all ber own men were not by that time 
returned to her again? With many more frightful queftions. 
— Mr. Church told him, they had acquainted him with as much 
as they knew, and that for his part he could difcover nothing 
that need to difcourage them from proceeding ; that be thought 
| ét fo pratticable, that be, with the pilot, would willingly lead’ 
the way to the pot, and hazard the brunt. But the chict 
_. * Squaw Sachem of Pocaffét. Baie com- 
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commander infifted on this, That the enemies number were 
‘fo great, and he did not bub what numbers more might be 
‘added unto them by that time: And his company fo {mall, that 
he could not think it praéticable io attack. them : Added 
| moreover, That if be was fure of killing all igh 3) and 
ih knew that be muft lofe toe ufe of one of bis men i the attion, 
| be would not attempt it. Pray. Sir, then (replied Mr. 
Church) Pleafe to lead your company to yonder windmill, on 
Rhode-Ifland, and shere they will be out of danger of being 
killed by the enemy, and we fhall have lefs trouble to fupply 
them with previfions. But return he would, and did, un- 
to the garrifon, until more {trength came to them, and a 
floop to tran{port them to the Fall river,* in order to vitit 
Weetamore’s camp. Mr. Church, one Baxter, and Captain 
_ Hunter an Indian, proffered to go out on the difcovery on » 
the left wing ) which was accepted ; they had not marched 
above a quarter of a mile before they {tarted three of the 
enemy, Captain Hunter wounded one of them in his 
knee, whom, when he came up, he difcovered to be his 
near kinfman ; the captive defired favour for his fquaw, if 
- fhe fhould fall into their hands, but afked none for himfelf, 
excepting the liberty of taking a whiif of tobacco, and 
while he was taking his whiff, ‘his kinfman with one blow 
of his hatchet defpatched him. Proceeding to Weetamore’s - 
_ camp, they were difcovered by one of the enemy, who 
. . Sean in and save information, upon which a lufty young 
fellow left his meat upon his fpit,+ running haftily out, told — 
his companions, he would kell an Englifhman before be eat 
his dinner ; but failed of his detign, being no fooner out 
but fhotdown. The enemies fires, and what fhelter they 
_. had was by the edge of a thick cedar fwamp, into which, 
._onthis alarm, they betook themfelves, andthe Englifh as 
imbly purfved ; but were foon commanded back by their 
chieftan, after they were come within hearing of the cries 
of their women and children, and fo ended that exploit; 
but returning to their floop the enemy purfued them, and

“Soon after this, was Philip’s head quarters vifited by 
 fome other Englifh forces ; but Philip and his gang had 
the very fortune to efcape that Weetamore and her’s (but 
now mentioned) had; they took into a fwamp, and their 
purfuers were commanded back. | After this Dartmouth’s 
diftreffes required fuccour, great part of the town being 
laid defolate, and many of the inhabitants kill’d ; the molt 
of Plymouth forces were ordered thither ; and coming to. 
Rufell’s garrifon at Ponaganfet,* they met with a number 
of the enemy that had furrendered themfelves prifoners on 
terms promifed by Capt. Hels of the garrifon, and Ralph 
Earl, who perfuaded them (by a friend Indian he had em- 
ployed) to come in. And had their promifes to the Indi- 
ans been kept, and the Indians fairly treated, it 1s probable 
that moft if not all the Indians in thofe parts had foon fol- 
lowed the example of thofe who had now furrendered them- 
felves ; which would have been a good ftep towards fi- 
nifhing the war. But in {pite of all that Capt. Eels, Church 
or Earl could fay, argue, plead, or beg, fome body elfe that 
had more power in their hands improved it ; and without 
any regard to the promifes made them on their furrender- 
ing themfelves, they were carried away to Plymouth, there 
fold, and tran{ported out of the country, being about eight- 
- {core perfons. An action fo hateful to Mr. Church, that 
he oppos’d it to the lofs of the good will and refpects of 
_ fome that before were his good friends. But while thefe 
things were acting at Dartmouth, Philip made his efcape, _ 
leaving his country, fled over Taunton river, and Rehoboth 
plain, and Petuxet river, where Capt. Edmunds, of Provi- 
dence, made fome fpoil upon him, and had probably done 
- more, but was prevented by the coming of a fuperior offi- 
cer, that put him by. And now another fort was built at 
- Pocaffét, that prov’d as troublefome and chargeable as that 
at Mount-Hope ; and the remainder of the fummer was im- 
ze i stupa heii ee Bananas proved 
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proved in providing for the forts and forces there mains _ 
tained, while our enemies were fled fome hundred of miles” 

into the country, near as faras d/bany. And now {trong 


fufpicions began to arife of the Narraganfet Indians, that 
they were ill affected, and defigned mifchief; and fo the 


event foon difcovered. The next winter they began their: 


hoftilities upon the Exglifh. The united colonies then a- 
greed to fend an army to fupprefs them : Governor Winf- 
low to command the army. He undertaking the expedi- 
tion, invited Mr. Church to command a company in the’ 
expedition, which he declin’d, craving excufe from taking 
commiuffion, he promifed to wait upon him as a Reformada 
through the expedition. Having rid with the General to 
Bofion, and from thence to Rehoboth ; upon the General’s 
requeft he went thence the neareft way over the ferries, 
with Major Siith to his garrifon in the Narraganfet coun- 
ivy, to prepare and to provide for the coming of General _ 
Winflow ; who marched round through the country with 

his army, propofing by night to furprife Pumbam’* (a cer- 
tain Narragan/ét Sachem) and his town; but being aware 
of the approach of our army, made their efcape into the 
defarts ; but Mr. Church meeting with fair winds arrived 
fafe at the Major’s garrifon in the evening, and foon began 
to inquire after the enemies reforts, wigwams, or fleeping 
places, and having gained fome intelligence, he propofed to 


the Eidriges, and fome other brifk hands that he met with, 
‘to attempt the furprifinge of fome of the enemy, to make 


a prefent of to the General, when he fhould arrive, which 
might advantage his defign : Being brifk blades, they rea- 
dily complied with the motion, and were foon upon their 
march. The might was very cold, but bleffed with the 
moon; before the day broke they effected their exploir, 
and by the rifing of the fun arrived at the Major’s garrifon, 
where they met the General, and prefented him with 


eighteen of the enemy they had captived. The General, 


pleated with the exploit, gave them thanks, particularly to 
* Sachemof Shawomet, or Warwick > eh Nir, 
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Mr. Charch, the mover and chief actor of the bufinefs 5 

and fending two of them (likely boys) a prefent to Bofton 5 

_fmiling on Mr. Church, told him, That he made no doubt 

but bis faculty would fupply them with Indian boys enough 

| before the war was ended. | 

_. Their next move was to a fwamp, which the Indians _ 

had fortified with a fort, Mr. Church rid in the Gene- — 

_ral’s guard when the bloody ingagement began; but be- 

_ ing impatient of being out of the heat of the action, im- 

_ portunately begged leave of the General that he might run 

_ down to the affiftance of his friends, the General yielded 

_ to his requeft, provided he could rally fome hands to go 

with him. Thirty men immediately drew out and fol- 

- Jowed him: They entered the fwamp, and pafled over — 

_ the log, that was the paffage into the fort, where they 

_ faw many men and feveral valiant Captains lie flain: Mr. 

_ Church {pying Captain Gardner of Salem, amidft the wig- 

- ‘wams in the eaft end of the fort, made towards him, but . 

on a fudden, while they were looking each other in the 

- face, Captain Gardner fettled down, Mr. Church ftepped 
to him, and feeing the blood run down his cheek, lifted up 

his cap, and calling him by his name; he looked up in his 

- face, but fpoke not a word, being mortally fhot through 
the head; and obferving his wound, Mr. Church found 

the ball entered his head on the fide that was next the up-_ 

land, where the Eagi/h entered the fwamp, upon which, 

having ordered fome care to be taken of the Captain, he 

defpatched information to the General that the beft and 

forwardeft of his army, that hazarded their lives to enter 

the fort, upon the muzzle of the enemies guns, were fhot 

in their backs, and killed by them that lay behind. Mr. 

Church with his {mall company haftened out of the fort 

that the Englifh were now poflefied of) to get a fhot at the 

Indians that were in the fwamp, and kept firing upon them. — 

‘He foon met with a broad and bloody track, where the 

_ enemy had fled with their wounded men; following hard 
ay | in 
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in the tract, he foon fpied one of the enemy; who clapped | 
his gun a-crofs his breaft, made towards Mr. Church, and 
beckoned to him with his hand; Mr. Church immediately ‘| 
commanded no man to hurt him, hoping by him to have 
/ gained fome intelligence of the enemy, that might be of 
_ Jadvantage; but it unhappily fell out that a fellow that had 
Pissees behind coming up, -fhot down the Indian, to Mr. 
7 aie Church’s great grief and difappointment ; but immediately 
| they heard a great fhout of the enemy, which feemed to be 
behind them, or between them and the fort ; and difco- 
__ vered them running from tree to tree to gain adyantages of 
~ firing. upon. the Engle that were in the fort. Mr. Church's 
great dificulty now was how to difcover himfelf to‘his 
\ driends in the fort, ufing feveral inventions, «ill at length 
he gained-an opportunity to call to, and informed a Ser-— 
jeant in the fort, that he was there, and might be expofed 
to their fhots, unlefs they obferved it, By this time he 
difcovered a number of the enemy almoft within fhot of 
him, making towards the fort. Mr. Church and his com: 
pany were favoured by a heap of brufh that was between 
them and the enemy, . and prevented their being difcovered 
'tothem. Mr. Church had given his men their particular 
orders for firing upon the enemy, and as they were rifing 
up to make their fhot; the afore-mentioned Serjeant. in 
the fort.called out to them,-fer God’s fake not.to fire, for 
be believed they were fome of their friend Indians they 
clapped down again, but were foon fenfible of the Ser- 
jeant’s miftake.’ The enemy got to the top of the tree, 
the body whereof the Serjeant ftood upon, and there clap- 
ped down out of fight of the fort, but all this while never 
difcovered Mr. Church, who oblerved them to keep ga- 
thering unto that place, until chere feemed to. be a formi- 
dable black heap of them. Naw brave boys (faid Mr, 
Church to his men) if we mind our bits, we may have a 
brave foot, and let our fign for firing on them, be their rifing 
tofire into the fort. It-was not long before the Indians 
he he, (oar oss Aidt ‘rifiag

_ rifing up as one body, defining to pour a volley into the 

~ fort; when our Church nimbly ftarted up and gave them 

- fuch a round volley, and unexpected clap on their backs, 

that they, who efcaped with their lives, were fo furprifed, 

that they fcampered, they knew not whither themfelves, 

~ about a dozen of them ran right over the log into the fort,” 

and took into a fort of hovel that was built with poles, — 
after the manner of a corn crib. Mr. Church’s men hav- 

ing their cartridges fixed, were foon ready to obey his. 

order, which was immediately to charge, and run on upon 

the hovel, and overfet it, calling, as he ran on, to fome 

that were in the fort, to affift him in overfetting it; they 

no fooner came to face the enemies fhelter, but Mr. Church 

- difcovered that one of them had found a hole to point his 

gun through, right at him ; but however encouraged his 

company, and ran right on, til] he was {truck with three 

- bullets, one in his thich, which was near half cut off as it 

~ glanced on the joint of his hip-bone ; another through the 

gatherings of his breeches and drawers, with a fmall Alefh 

- wound; a third pierced his pocket, and wounded a pair 

_ of mittens, that he had borrowed of Captain Prentice ; be- 

ing wrapped up together had_ the misfortune of having 

~ many holes cut through them with one bullet; but how- 

ever, he made fhift to keep on his legs, and nimbly dif- | 

charged his gun at them that had wounded him; being 

- difabled now to go a ftep, his men would have carried him | 

off, but he forbid their touching of him, until they had 

perfected their project of overfetting the enemies fhelter ; 

bid them run, for now the Indians bad no guns charged. 

While he was urging them to run on, the Indians began 

to fhoot arrows, and with one pierced through the arm of 

an Englifhman that had hold ot Mr. Church’s arm to fup- 

port him. The Englifp, in fhort, were difcouraged, and 

drew back and by this time the Englifh people in the 

fort had began to fet fire to the wigwams and houfes in. 

the fort, which Mr. Church laboured hard to Braves 
rg? Kecae | they 
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they told him, They bad orders from the General to sie : 
ae he beowed them to forbear until he had: difcourfed 
the General; and haftening to him, he begged to Spare the 
qvigwams, &e, in the fort Pom ee told him; the wigwams 
were mufket-proof, being all lined with bafkets and tubs of | 
of grain, and other provifions, fufficient to. fupply the whole 
army, until the [pring of the year; and every wounded man 
raiebt have ‘a “good warm bhoufe to lodge in, who otherways 
would neceffarily perifo with the forms and cold: And more- 
over, that the sige had no other provifion to trupt unto, or 
depend upon, that be knew that the Plymouth forces had 
not fo much as one bifeake left, for be had feen their laft dealt 
out, &c. The General advifing a few words with the 
Gentlemen that were about him, * moved towards the fort, 
defigning to ride in himfelf, and bring in the whole army; — 
but juft as he was entering the fwamp, one of his Capt: ns 
met him, and afked him, whither be was going? Hetold — 
him into the fort ; the Captain laid hold of his horfe, ama 
told him, is life was worth an hundred of theirs, and be 
feould not expofe bimfeif.. The General told him, that he 
fuppofed the brunt was over, and that Mr. Church had in- 
formed bim that the fort was taken, 8c. and as the cafe was 
circumpianced be was of the mind, that it was moft pratti-— 
cable for bim, and bis army to foelter themfelves in the fort. 
The Captain. in a great heat replied, that Church sed ; 
and told the General, That if be moved another fiep towards 
the fort be would fhoot bis horfe under him. ‘Then brufled 
up another Gentleman, a certain Doétor, and oppofed Mr. 
Church’s advice, and faid, If it were complied with, tt 
avould kill more men than the enemy had killed , for (faid he) 
by to-morrow the wounded men will be fo firff that there will 
be no moving of them: And looking upon Mr, Church, and 
feeing the blood flow a-pace from. his wounds, told ‘him, 
That if be gave fuch advice as that was, he Should bleed to 
. death like a dog before they would endeavour to fteuch bis 
Dood s ; though atter they had prevailed againft his ee | 
they -

‘they were fufficiently kind to him. And burning up all 
“the houfes and provifions in the fort; the army returned 
the fame night in the ftorm and cold: And I fuppofe that 
“every one who is acquainted with that night’s march, 
deeply laments the miferies that attended them, efpecially 
the wounded and dying men. But it mercifully came to 
pafs that Captain dadrew Belcher arrived at Mr. Smith’s 
that very night from Bo/ffon, with a veffel loaden with pro- 
- vifions for the army, who mutt otherwife have perifhed for 
‘want. Some of the enemy that were then in the fort have 
-fince informed us, that near a third. of the Indians _be- 
longing to all the MNarraganfet country were killed by the 
Englifob and by the cold of that night, that they fled out 
oftheir fort fo haftily that they carried nothing with them; 
> Englifp had kept in the fort, the Indians would 
y have been neceflitated, either to furrender them- 
es to them, or to have perifhed by hunger, and the fe- 
“¥erity of the Seafon.* Some time after this fort-fight a cer- 
tain Sogkonate Indian hearing Mr. Church relate the man- 
ner of his being wounded, told him, That he did net know 
but be himfelf was the Indian tbat wounded him, for that 
be was one of that company of Indians that Mr. Choe 
made a foot upon, when they were rifing to make a foot int 
the fort. They were in number about 00 oF 70, that jupt 
- then came down from Pumbam’s Town, and never before 
then fired a gun agains the Englith ; that when Mr, Church - 
fired upon them be killed fourteen dead upon the [pot, and 
“wounded a greater number than he killed, many of whith 
died afterwards of their wounds, in the cold and ftorm the 
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* The fwamp fight happened on December 29, 1675, in which about 
50 Englith were killed in the action, and died of their wounds ; and 
about 300 or 30 Indians, men women and children, were killed, and 

as many more captivated. It is faid 500 wigwams were burnt with _ 

the fort ; and 200 more in other parts of Narraganfet. ‘The place 

of the fort was an elivated Ground or piece of upland, of perhaps } Zo 
or 4 acres, in the middle of a hedious fwamp ; about feven miles 

nearly due weft from Narraganyet fouth ferry.

_ Mr. Church was mov’d, with other wounded men; oveg | 
to Rhode-Lfland, where, in about three months time, he 
was in fome good meafure recovered of his wounds, and 
the fever that attended them: And then went over to the 
General to take his leave of him, with a defign to return 
home. , i 

But the General’s great importunity again perfuaded 
him to accompany him in a long march into the Nipmuck* 
_countty, though he had then tents in his wounds, and fo 
Jame as not able to mount his horfe without two men’s af- 
fiftance. 

In this march, the firft thing remarkable was, they came 
to an Indian town, where there were many wigwams in 
fight, but an icy fwamp, lying between them and the qig- 
qwams, prevented their running at once upon ite 
tended: There was much firing upon each fidet 
pafs’d the fwamp. But.at length the enemy all fled, 
a certain Mohegan, that was a friend Indian, purfued and” 
feized one of the enemy that had a {mall wound in his leg; 
and brought him before the General, where he was exami- 
ned. Some were for torturing him to bring him to a moré 

“gmple confeffion of what he knew concerning his country- 

. Mr. Church, verily believing he had been ingenuous 
in his confeffion, interceded and prevailed for his efcap- 
ing torture. But the army being bound forward in their - 
march, and the Indian’s wound fomewhat difenabling him 
for travelling, it was concluded he fhould be knock’d on 
the head : Accordingly. he was brought before a great 
fire, and the Mohegan that took him was allowed, as he» 

_ defired, to be hisexecutioner. Mr. Church taking no de- 
light in the fport, fram’d an errand at fome diftance among 
the baggage-horfes, and when he had got ten rods, 

or thereabouts, from the fire, the executioner fetching a 

blow with a hatchet at the head of the prifoner, he being 

aware of the blow, dodged his head afide, and the executi- 


oner mifling his {troke, the hatchet flew out of his hand, —

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‘4nd had like to have done execution where it was not de- 
figned. The prifoner, upon his narrow efcape, broke from 
them that held him, and, notwithftanding his wound, made 
-afe of his legs, and hap’ned torun right upon Mr. Church, 

who laid hold onhim, and a clofe fkufle they had; but the 
Indian having no cloths on flip’d from him, and ran again, 
and Mr. Church purfued the Indian, although being lame, 
there was no ereat odds in the race, until the Indian ftum- 
bled and fell, and they clofed again, fkuffed and fought 
pretty fmartly; until the Indian, by the advantage’ of his 
nakednefs, flip’d from his hold again, and fet out on his 
_ third race, with Mr. Church clofe at his heels, endeavour- 
ing to lay hold on the hair of his head, which was all the 
hold could be taken of him; and running thro’ a fwamp 
was cover’d with hollow ice, it made fo loud a noife 
[r. Church expected (but in vain). that fome of his 
» ffiends would follow the noife, and come to his af- 


“ fiftance. But the Indian hap’ned to run athwart a large 


tree, that lay fallen near breaft high, where he ftop’d, 
and cry’d out aloud for help ; but Mr. Curch being foon 


upon him again, the Indian feized him faft by the hair of - 


_ his head, and endeavouring by twifting to break his neck, 
but though Mr. Church’s wounds had fomewhat weakened 
him, and the Indian a ftout fellow, yet he held him in play, 


and twifted the Indian’s neck as well, and took the ad- 
vantage of many opportunities, while they hung by each © 


other’s hair, gave him notorious bunts in the face with his 
head. But in the heat of this fkuffle they heard the ice 

break with fomebody’s coming apace to them, which when 
they heard, Church concluded there was help for one or o- 


_ ther of them, but was doubtful which of them muft now ~ 


receive the fatal ftroke ; anon fome body comes up to them, 
who prov’d to be the Indian that had firft taken the Prifon- 
er.. Without {peaking a word, he felt them out, (for it 


was fo;dark he could not diftinguifh them by fight) the 


_ one being clothed, and the other naked, he felt where Mr. 
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Church’s hands were faftned in the Netop’s hair, aid with 
one blow fettled his hatchet in between them, and ended 
the ftrife. He then fpoke to Mr. Church, and huge’d him 
in his arms, and thank’d him abundantly for catching his 
prifoner; and cut off the head of his victim, and carried it 
to the camp; and giving an account to the reft of the 
friend Indians in the camp, how Mr. Church had feized his 
prifoner, &c. they all join’d a mighty fhout. | 
Proceeding in this march, they had the fuccefs of killing 
many of the enemy ; until at length their provifions fail- 
ing, they returned home. 

King Pbilip (as was before hinted) was fled to a place 
called Scatiacook, between York and Albany, where the 
Moochags* made adefcent upon him & killed many of his — 
men, which moved him from thence. . oO" 

_ His next kennelling place was at the falls of Cor 
cut river, where, fometime after,Capt.Turner found hi 
came upon him by night, kill’d him a great many men, 
and frighten’d many more into the river, that were hurl’d 
‘down the falls and drowned. 
|. Philip got over the river, and on the back fide of Weru- 
fet hills meets with all the remnants of the Narragan/et & 
Nipmuck+ Indians, that were there gathered together, and 
became very numerous, and made their defcent on Sudbury, 
_and the adjacent parts of the country, where they met with — 
and {wallowed up valiant Capt. Wad/werth and his compa- 
ny, and many other doleful defolations in thofe parts. The — 
news whereof conmiing to Plymouth, and they expecting 
probably the enemy would foon return again into their co- 
lony ; the council of war were called together, and Mr. 
Church was fent for to them, being obferved by the whole 
colony to be a perfon extraordinarily qualified for, and a-— 
dapted to, the affairs of war. It was propofed in council, 
that left the enemy, in their return, fhould fall on Rehoboth, — 
or fome other of their out-towns, a company, confifting of | 
60 or 70 men, fhould be fent into thofe parts; and Mr.

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Church invited to take the command of them. He told 
them, That if the enemy returned into that colony again, 
| they might reafonably expect that they would come very nu- 
merous, and if be foculd take the command of men, be foould 
not lie in any town or garrifon with them, but would he in 
the woods as the enemy did: And that to fend out fuch fmall 
companies againft fuch multitudes of the enemy that were 
now muftered together, would be but to deliver fo many men 
into their hands, to be deftroyed, as the worthy Captain 
“Wadfworth and his company were. His advice upon the 
whole was, that if they fent out any forces, to fend no 
-lefs than 300 foldiers; and that the other colonies fhould 
be afked to fend out their quotas alfo, adding, That if 
| they intended to make an end of the war, by fubduing the 
| enemy, they muft make a bufinefs of the war, as the enemy 
did ; and that for his own part, he bad wholly laid afide all 
his own private bufine[s and concerns, ever fince the war 
broke out. He told them, That if they would fend forth 
fuch forces as be foould direc? to, be would go with them for 


fix weeks march, which was long enough for mento be kept 
in the woods at once; andif they might be fure of liberty to 
| return in [uch a fpace, men would go out cheerfully, and be 
would engage 150 of the beft foldiers fhould immediately Lilt 
voluntarily to go with him, if they would pleafe to add 50 
more, and 100 of the friend Indians ; and with fuch an ar- 
my, be made no doubt, but be might do good fervice, but on 


other terms be did not incline to be concerned. SRR ot 
‘Their reply was, that they were already in debt, and 
fo big an army would bring fuch charge upon them, that 
they fhould never be able to pay; and as for fending 
-out Indians, they thought it no ways advifeable, and in 
fhort none of his advice practicable. Lay 
~ Now Mr. Church’s.confort, and his then only fon were 


their fafety there (unlefs the war were more vigoroufly 
engaged in) refolved to move to Rhode-I/land, though it 
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was much oppofed both by government and relations; but 
at length, the governor confidering that he might be no 
lefs ferviceable by being on that fide of the colony, gave 
hts permit, and withed “he had twenty more as cood men 
to fend with him. 

Then preparing for his removal, he went with his fall 
family to Plymcuth, to take leave of their friends, where 
they met with his wife’s parents, who much perfuaded 
that fhe might be left at Mr. Clark’s garrifon, (which 
they fuppoied to be a mighty fafe place) or at leat that 
fhe might be there until her foon expected lying-in was 
over, (being near her time.) Mr. Church no. ways m 
clining to venture her any longer in thofe parts, arid no 
arguments prevailing with him, he refolutely fet out for 
Taunton, and many of their friends accompanied them. 
‘Fhere they found Captain Peirce with a.coramanded par- 
ty, who offered Mr. Church to fend a relation of his with 
fome others to guard him to Rbode-I/fland , but Mr. 
Church thanked him for his refpectful offer, but. for fome 
good reafons refufed to accept it. In fhort, they got fafe 
to Captain Fobn Almy’s houfe upon Ribodes [land, where 
they met with friends and good entertainment. But, by 
the way, let me net forget this remarkable Providence, 
viz. That within twenty- “four hours, or thereabouts, af- 
_ter their arrival at Rhode-Ifland, Mr. Clark’s garrifon that 
Mr. Church was fo much importuned to leave his wife and 
children at, was deftroyed: by the enemy. 

Mr. Church being at prefent difenabled: from any parti- 
cular fervice in the war, began to think of fome other 
employ ; but he no fooner took-a-tool to cut a {mall 
ftick, but he cut off the top of his fore-finger, and the 
next to it half off; upon which he fmilingly faid, that he 
thought he was out of his way, to leave the war, and re- 
folved he would to. war again. Accordingly his fecond — 
fon being born on the rath of May, and his wife and, for, 
- Tike to do well, Mr. Church embraces the opportunity of 
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a paflage in a floop bound to Barnftable, who landed him 
at Sogkoneffet, from whence he rid to Plymouth , and ar- 
rived there on the firft Tuefday in ‘une: The General 
Court then fitting welcomed him, and told him they were 
glad to fee him alive: He replied, he was as glad to fee 
them alive, for he had feen fo many fires and {moakes to- 
_ wards their fide of the country, fince he left them, that. 
he could fearce eat or fleep with any comfort, for fear 
they had all been deftroyed. For all traveiling was {top- 
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ped, and no news had pafled for a long time together, | 
He gave them an account, that the Indians had made 
horrid defolations at Providence, Warwick, Pawtuxet, and 
all over the Narraganfet country, and that they prevailed 
daily againft the Ewgi/b on that fide of the country : 
Told them, he longed to hear what methods they defigned 
inthe war. They told him, they were particularly glad 
that Providence had brought him there at that junCture ; 
for they had concluded the very next day to fend out an 
army of 200 men, two thirds ‘Engii/h, and one third In- 
dians, in fome meafure agreeable to his former propofal , 
expecting Boflox and Conneticut to join with their quotas; 
In fhort, it was fo concluded, and that Mr. Church fhould 
return to the ifland, and fee what he could mutter there, 
of thofe who-had moved from Swanzey, Dartmouth, &c. 
So returning the fame way he came; when he came to 
Sogkoneffet, he had a fham put upon him about a_ boat 
he had bought to go home in, and was forced to hire 
two of the friend Indians ta paddle him ina canoe from. 
Elifabeth’s to Rhode- lland. 
Tt fell out, that as they were in their voyage paffing by. 
Sogkenate-point, fome of the enemy were upon the rocks 
a fifhing; he bid the Indians that managed the canoe to 
paddle fo near the rocks as that he might call to thofe 
Indians; told them, that he had a ereat mind ever fince 
the war broke out to fpeak with fome of the Sogkonate 
Indians, and that they were their relations, and therefore - 
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they heed not fear their hurting of them. And he add- 
ed, That he had a mighty conceit, that if he could get a 
fair opportunity to difcourfe them, that he could draw them 
off from Philip, for be knew they never heartily loved bim. 
‘The enemy hallooed and made figns for the canoe 
to come to them; but when they approached them they 
fkulked and hid in the clifts of the rocks ; then Mr: 
Church ordered the canoe to be paddled off again, left if 
he came too near they fhould fire upon him. » Then the 
Indians appearing again, beck’ned and call’d in the Indian 
language, and bid them come afhore, for they wanted 
to fpeak with him. The Indians in the canoe an- 
fwered them again ; but they on the rocks told 
them, that the furf made~fuch a noife againft the 
rocks, they could not hear any thing they faid. 
Then Mr. Church, by figns with his hands, gave to under- 
ftand, that he would have two of them go down upon the 
point of the beach (a place where a man might fee who 
was near him) accordingly two of them ran along the 
beach, and met him there without their arms, excepting 
that one of them had a lance in his hand; they urged Mr. 
Church to come afhore, for they had a great defire to have 
_ fome difcourfe with him. He told them, if he that had 
his weapon in his hand would carry it up fome diftance 
upon the beach, and leave it, he would come afhore and 
difcourfe them. He did fo, and Mr. Church went afhore, 
haled up his canoe, ordered one of his Indians to ftay by 
~ it, and the other to walk above on the beach, asa centi-, 
nel, to fee that the coafts were clear; and when Mr. 
Church came up to the Indians, one of them happened to 
be honeft George, one of the two that Awa/fbonks formerly 
fent to call him to her dance, and was fo careful to guard 
him back to his houfe again, the laft Sogkonate Indian he 
fpoke with before the war, broke out; he fpoke Hnglifh 
very well. Mr. Charch aflked him where Awajfbonks was ? 


He told:him in a fwamp about three miles off.” Mr. Church

‘afkéd him, what it was he wanted that he hallooed and 
ealled him afhore? He anfwered, that he took him for 


Church as foon as he heard his voice in the canoe, and that 


he was very glad to fee him alive, and he believed his mif- 
trefs would be as glad to fee him, and fpeak with him 5 


maintaining a war with the Engi, and that fhe had left 
Philip, and did not intend to return to him any more ; he 
was mighty earneft with Mr. Church to tarry there while

would knock him on the head, but all Sogkonate Indians 
knew him very well, and he believed none of them would 
hurt him. In fhort, Mr. Church refuled then to tarry, 


with Awafbonks, and fome other Indians that he had a 
mind to talk with. Ea 
Accordingly he appeinted him to notity Awajbonks, 
her fon Peter, their chief Captain, and one Nompafb (an 
Indian that Mr.Church had formerly a particular refpect for) 
to meet him two days after, at a rock at the lower end of 
Captain Richmond’s farm, which was a very noted place ; 
and if that day fhould prove {tormy, or windy, they were 
to expect him the next moderate day, Mr. Church telling 
George that he would have him come with the perfons 
mentioned, and no more. They giving each other their. 
hand upon it parted, and Mr. Church went home, and the 
/ next morning to Newport, and informed the government 
of what had paffed between him and the Sogkonate In- 
- dians, and defired their permit for him and Daniel W1l- 
cow (a man that well underftood the Indian language) to 
go overtothem. They told him, that they thought he

“However, he went 
afhore, where he was no fooner landed, but Awafbouks 
and the reft that he had appointed to meet them there, rofe 
‘up and came down to meet him; and each of them fuc- 
ceffively gave him their hands, and exprefled. themfelves 
glad to fee him, and gave him thanks for expofing him- 
felf to vifitthem. ‘They walked together about a gun- 
fhot from the water, to a convenient place to fit down. 
‘Where at once rofe up a great body of Indians, who had 
jain hid in the grafs, (that was high as a man’s. waift) and 
gathered round them, till they had clofed them in; being 
all armed with guns, fpears, hatchets, sc. with their hair 
trimmed and faces painted, in their warlike appearance. 
It was doubtle‘s fomewhat furpriting to our Gentleman at 
firft, but without any vifible difcovery of it, after a {mall 
filent paufe on each fide, he fpoke to Awafbonks, and told 
her, That George had informed him that foe bad a defire to 
fee him, and difcourfe about making peace with the Enelith. 
She anfwered yes; then faid Mr.. Church, it is cuftomary 
when people meet to treat of peace, to lay afide their arms, and 
not to appear in fuch hoftile form as your people do; defired 
of her, that if they might talk about peace, which he de- 
fired they might, ber men might lay afide their arms, and 
appear more treatable. Upon which there began a con- 
fiderable noife and murmur among them in their own lan- 
cuage, till dwafbonks afked him, what arms they fhould 
lay down, and where? He (perceiving the Indians looked.

with one confent, they laid afide their guns, and came 
and fat down. | | :

them upthe Sound; and then went away through Briffol 


ferry, round the ifland to Newport, carrying Peter with 


them. | | 
Then Mr. Church difmifled Mr. Low, and told him, 


_ ruin the whole defign; would therefore yield bis voyage. 
Then he writ the account of his tranfa€tions with the 
Indians, and drew up the propofals, andarticles of peace, 
and defpatched Peter with them to Plymouth, that his Ho- 
nour the Governor, if he faw caufe, might fign them. 
Peter was fent over to Sogkonate on the Lord’s Day 


to go down, or fome of them at leaft with him. The 
time being expired that was appointed for the Engli/h ar-

from Sachueefet-Neck'* he went. in a canoe to Sogkonate; 
told her that Major Bradford was arrived at Pocajet, with 
a great army, whom he had informed of all his proceed- 
ings with her; that if fhe would be advifed and obferve 
order fhe nor her people need not to fear being hurt by 
them; told her, fhe fhould call all her people down into 
the neck, left if they fhould be found: ftrageling about, 
mifchief might light on them; that on the morrow they 
would comé down: and receive her, and give her further 
orders. She promifed to get as many of her people to- 
gether as poffibly fhe could: Defiring Mr. Church to con- 
fider that it would be difficult for to get-them together at 
fuch fhort warning. Mr. Church returned. to the illand 
and to the army the fame night. ‘The next morhing the 
whole army marched towards Sogkenate, as far as Punka- 
teefe; and Mr. Church with a few men went down to Sog- 
konate-to call Awafbonks, and her people to come up to 
the Englifb camp; as he was going down, they met with 
a Pocaffet Indian; who had killed a cow and got a quar- 
ter of her on his back, and'her tongue in his pocket; who 


gave them an account, that he came from Pocaffet two ~ 
days fince in company with his mother, and feveral other | 


Indians,now hid in the f{wamp above Nomguid;+ difarming 
of him, he fent him by two men to Major Bradford, and 


a ‘proceeded to Sogkonate. They faw feveral Indians by the 
way fkulking about, but let them pafs; arriving at dwae 
| foonks: 


‘ * The fouth-eaft corner of Rhode-Lland. =F In Tiverton, 
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yaganfet Indians, and fome other Upland Indians, in all 
about 300. 

The Rhode-I/land boats, by the Major’s order, meeting 
them at Pocaffet, they were foon embarked, it being jutt 
in the dufk of the evening, they could plainly ditcover 
the enemies fires at the place the Indian directed to; and 
the army concluded no other but they were bound dire@tly 
thither, until they came to the north end of the ifland, 
and heard the word of command for the boats to bare 


away. Mr. Church was very fond of having this probable 


opportunity of furprifing that whole company of Indians 


imbraced ; but-orders, it was faid, muft be obeyed, which 


was to g0 t0 Mount-Hope, and there to fight Philip. This 
with fome other good opportunities of doing fpoil upon 
the enemy, being unhappily miffed, Mr. Church obtained 
the Major’s confent to meet the Sogkonate Indians, accord+ 
ing to his promife. He was offered a guard to Plymouth, 


_ but chofe to go with one man only, who was a good pilot, 
About fun-fet he, with Sadin his pilot, mounted their 


horfes at Reboboth, where the army now was, and by two 


hours by fun next morning arrived fafe at Plymouth; and 


by that time they had refrefhed themfelves, the Governor 


and ‘Treafurer came to town., Mr. Charch giving them a 


fhort account ef the affairs of the army, fc. His Honour 
was pleafed to give him thanks for the good and great fer- 
vice he had done at Sogkonate, told him, He had confirmed 
all that he had promifed Awathonks, and had [ent the In- 


dian back again that brought bis letter. He afked his Ho- — 


nout Whether be had any thing later from Awafhonks ? He 


told him he had not. Whereupon he gave his Honour an " 


account of the Major’s orders relating to her and hers, 
and what difcourfe had paffed pro and con, about them; 


and that he had promifed to meet them, and that he had 
encouraged them, that he thought he might obtain of his — 
Honour a commiffion to lead them forth to ficht Philip, | 


His Honour fmilingly told him,

Church’s fhelter, on the open fide thereof, but by this 
time fupper was brought in, in three difhes, vz. a cu- 
rious young bafs in one difh, eels and flat fifh in a fecond, 
and fhell-fith in a third, but neither bread nor falt to be 
feen at table; but by that time {upper was over, the 
mighty pile of pine knots and tops, @¢. was fired, and 
all the Indians, great and fmall gathered ina ring round 
it. Awafhonks with the oldeft of her people, men and... 
women mixed, kneeling down made the firft ring next — 
the fire, and all the lufty ftout men ftanding up made the

with fome others that belonged to Mount-Hope. Coming 
rear to where theyexpected them, Captain Church’s In- 
Jian feout ‘difcovered the enemy, and well obferving their 


Captain, who gave fuch directions for the furrounding of 
them, as had the defired effect; furpriling them from eve- 
ry fide fo unexpectedly, that they were all taken, not fo 
much as one efcaped. And upon a {trict examination, 
‘hey gave intelligence of another parcel of the enemy, at 
a place called Munponfet-Pond. Captain Church haftening 
with his prifoners through the wocds to Plymouth, difpoied

formed them, That be had feen that day about 100 men of 
the enemy go down into Sconticut Neck, and that they were 
now returning again: Upon which they three ran down! 
immediately to a meadow where Lightfoot faid. the Indians 
had paffed, where they not only {aw their tracks, but al+4 
fo them: Whereupon they lay clofe until the enemy came! 
snto the {aid meadow, and the foremoft fet down his load’ 
and halted, until all the company came up, and then took 
up their loads and marched again the fame way that they! 
came down into the neck, which was the neareft way un } 
to their camp; had they gone the other way along the 
river, they could not have miffed Captain Church’s track, 
which would doubtlefs have expofed them to the lofs ot 
_ their prifoners, if not of their lives. But as foon as i 
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coaft was clear of them, the Captain fends his Lightfoot to 
_ fetch his prifoners from the ifland, while he and Mr. Dii- 
dano returns to the company, fent part of them to conduct 
| Lightfoot and his company to the aforefaid meadow, 
} where Captain Church and his company met them.  Crof: 
| fing the enemies track they made all hafte until they got 
| over Mattapoifet-river,* near about four miles beyond the 
_Yuins of Cook’s houfe, where he appointed to meet his In- 
dian company, whither he fent Dil/ayo with two more to 
meet thems; ordering them, that if the Indians were not 
_arrived to wait for them. Accordingly, finding no Indians 
}) there, they waited until late in the night, when they ar- 
rived with their booty. They defpatched a poft to their 
Captain, to give him an account of their fuccefs; but _ 
the day broke before they came to him; and when they 
| had compared fuccefies, they very remarkably found that 
the number that each company had taken and flain, was 
y equal. The Indians had killed three of the enemy, and 
| taken 63 prifoners, as the Englifh had done before them. 
) Both Engh and Indians were furprifed at this remark- 
j able providence, and were both parties rejoicing at it; 
} being both before afraid of what might have been the 
| unequal fuccefs of the parties; but the Indians had the 
| fortune to take more arms than the Englifh. They told 
the Captain, That they had miffed a brave opportunity by 
| parting , they came upon a great town of the enemy, viz. 
Captain Tyafks company, (Tyafks was the next man to P/i- 
\4p:) They fired upon the enemy before they were difcovered, 
and ran upon them with a foout s the men ran and left their 
wives and children, and many of them their guns. They took 
Tyatks wife and fon, and thought that if their Captain and

_ Captain Church now at Plymouth, fomethiag or other 
happened that kept him at home a few days, until a poft 
came to Marfhjield on the Lord’s day morning, inform- 
} ing the Governor that a great army of Indians were dif- 
| covered, who it was fuppofed were defigning to get over 
] the river towards Taunton or Bridgwater, to attack thofe 
| towns that lay on that. fide the river. The Governor 
haftened to Plymouth, raifed-what:men he could by ,the 
| way, came to Plymouth in the beginning of the forenoon 
| exercife; fent for Captain Church out of the mecting- 
houfe, gave him the news, and defired him immediately 
_ to rally what of his company he could; and what men he 
_had raifed fhould join them. The Captain beftirs him- 
felf, but found no bread in the ftore-houfe, and fo was 
| forced to run from houfe to houfe to get houfhold bread 
for their march; but this nor any thing elfe prevented 
his marching by the beginning of the afternoon exercife.: 
Marching with what men were ready, he took with him 
| the poft that came from Bridgwater to pilot him to the 
| place, where he thought he might meet with the enemy. 
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In the evening they heard a {mart firing at a diftance from 
them ; but it being near night, and the firing but of fhort 
continuance, they ‘miffed the place, and went into Bridg- 
water town. it feems the occafion of the firing was, that 
Philip finding that Captain Church made that fide of the 
country too hot for him, defigned to return to the other 
fide of the country that he came laft from. And com- 
ing to Taunton river with his company, they felled a great 
tree acrofs the river, for a bridge to pafs over on ; ay 
jutt as Philip’s old uncle Akkompoin, and fome other of 
his chiefs were paffing over the tree, fome brifk Bridg- 
water lads had ambufhed them, fired upon them, and 
killed the old man, and feveral others, which put a ftop 
to their coming over the river that nicht. 

Next morning Capt. Church moved very early with his 
company, which was increafed by many of Bridgwater, 
that inlifted under him for that expedition, and, by their 
piloting, foon came very {till to the top of the great tree 
which the enemy had fallen acrofs the river; and the 
Captain {py’d an Indian fitting on the ftump of it on the 
other fide of the river, and he clapp’d his oun up, and had 
doubtlefs defpatched him, but that one of his own Indians 
called haftily to him, not to fire, for he believed it was. 
one of their own men ; upon whith the Indian upon the 
ftump look’d about, and Capt. Church’s Indian feeing his 
face perceived his mifkake, for he knew him to be Philip, 
clapp’d up his gun and fired, but it was too late, for Phi-  - 
lip immediately. threw himfelf off the ftump, leap’d down . 
a bank on the fide of the river, and made his efcape. : \ 
Capt. Church, as foon as poffible, got over the river, and 
{cattered in queft of Philip and his company 3 but the e- 
nemy fcattered and fled every way ; but he pick? dup a 

iderable many of their women se children, among — 
which was Philip’ s wife, and fon of about nine years old.

-yertaking them, and the Captain being under neceffity to 
return that night to the army, came to an halt, told his 


company, be mujt return to his other men. His Indian fol- 
diers moved for leave to purfue the enemy (though he 
return’d ;) faid, The Narraganiects were greai rogues, and 


“they wanted to be revenged on them for killing fome of 
their relations ; named Tockamona,

and fome others. Capt. Church bad them go and profper, 


and made Lightfoot their chief, and gave him the title of

away they fcampered like fo many horles. Next morning 
early they returned to their Captain, and informed him, 
That they had come up with the enemy, and kill’d feveral of 
them, and brought bim thirteen of them prisoners ; were 
mighty proud of their exploit, and rejoiced much at the 
opportunity of avenging themlelves. Capt. Church fent 
the prifoners to Bridzwater, and {ent out his {couts to fee

were eafily perfuaded to conform. A little before funfet ; 
there was a halt in the front, until the Captain came up, 
they told him, They difcovered the enemy. He ordered 
them to dog them, and watch their motion till it was dark. | 
But Philp foon came to a ftop, and fellto breaking and 
chopping wood, to make fires ; and a great noife they | 
made. Captain Church draws his company up in aring, | 
and fat down in the fwamp without any noife or fire. The 1 
Indian prifoners were much furprifed to fee the Enghj/h | 
foldiers; but the Captain told them, Jf they would be quiet | 
and not make any aifturbance or notfe, they foould meet with ;

clined'giving him any advice, telling him, That bis great ex- | 


pertence and fuccefs forbid their taking upon them to give ad- . 
wice. Then Captain Church offered Captain Golding that | 
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he fhould have the honour (if he would pleafe to accept 
of it) to beat up Philip’s head quarters.

| offer, and had his allotted number drawn out to him, and 
Jthe pilot. Captain Church’s mftructions to him were to 
Abe very careful in his approach to the enemy, and be fure 
| not to fhew himfelf until by day light they might fee and

I chat his cuftom in the like cafes was, to creep with his 
‘company, on their bellies, until they came as near as they 
could; and that as foon as the enemy difcovered them 
they would cry out ; and that was the word for his men

be would now chop his arfe for bims, and fo he went to 
work, and did as he was ordered. Pbilip having one 
very remarkable hand, being much {carred, occafioned _ 
by the fplitting of a piftol in it formerly; Captain Church — 
ligave the head and that hand to Alderman, the Indian 
who fhot him, to fhew to fuch Gentlemen as would be- 
jjftow gratuities upon him; and accordingly he got many 
lia penny by it. | 
\j) This being on the laft day of the week, the Capt. with

3 EING ready, Major Church embarked with ‘his 
"#9 forces on board the veflels provided: to tranfport 
“thefh tor Cafco, having a brave gale at S. W. ‘and’ on 
Friday about 3 o’clock, they got in fight of Ca/co har-' 
_bour and difcovering two or three {mall fhips there, not 
Knowing whether they were friends or enemies 5' 
whereupon the faid Commander, Major Church, gave Or= 
“ders that every man that was able fhould make ready, and 
“ali lie clofe, giving orders howthey fhould act in cafe they 
ied i sei Ne paki ale 
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wwere enemies. He going in the Mary floop, together 
with the Refolution, went in firft, being both well fitted 
with guns and men ; coming to the frit hailed them, who 
faid they were friends, prefently mann’d their boat, brought 
Ito, and fo came along the fide of them; who gave the 
N Gaid Church an account, that yefterday there was a very 
great army of Indians and French with them upon the 
HW idand, atthe going out of the harbour, and that they were 
| come on purpofe to take Cafco fort and town; likewile in- 
I form’d him that they had got a captive woman aboard 
|) (Major Walden’s daughter of Pifcataqua) that could give 
hima full account of their number and intentions: He 
) bid them give his fervice to their Captain, and tell him, | 
| he would wait upon him after he had been on fhore and 
J given fome orders and directions. Being come pretty near 
| he ordered all the men {hill to keep clofe, giving an ac- 
) count of the news he had received, and then went afhore, 
- qvhere were feveral of the chief men of the town who met 
him, being glad that he came fo happily to their relief ; 
told him the news Mrs. Lee had given them, being the 
woman aforefaid. He going to Captain Davis's to get 
fome refrefhment, having not eat a morfel fince he came 
by Bojton caftle ; and now having inquired into the 
flate of the town, found them in a poor condition to de- 
fend themfelves againft fach a number of enemies: He 
‘gave them an account of his orders and inftructions, and 
Gold them what forces he had brought, and that when it | 
was dark they fhould all land, and not before, left the 
enemy fhould difcover them.

dering the officers to take fpecial care that they were rea- 
dy to march into the woods an hour before day: And alfg’ | 
directing the watch to.call him two hours before day ; fo | 
he haftened to bed to get fome reft. | ‘ 
__ Atthe time prefixed he was called, and prefently or- | 
dering the companies. to make ready, and about half an { 
_ Sour before day they moved. Several of the town people ! 
went with them into a thick place of bruth, about half a} 
mile from the town; now ordering them tofend out their! 
fcouts, as they ufed todo, and feeing them all fettled at: 
their work, he went into town by funrife again, and’ | 
defired. the inhabitants to take care of themfelves, till his | 
men had fitted themfelves with fome neceffaries = For his)! 
Indians moft of them wanted both bags and horns; fo ' 
he ordered them to make bags like wallets, to put pow- 
der in one-end, and fhot in the other. So moft of them | 
were ready for action, (viz.) the Secomet Indians, but | 
the Cape Indians were very bare, lying fo long mp 
i alae —berore 
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before they embarked, that they had fold every, thing they 
could make a penny of; fome tying fhot and powder in 
the corners of their blankets. . He being in town, juft 
going to breakfaft, there was an alarm, fo he ordered all 
Miche foldiers in town to. move away as faft as they could, 
lwhere the firing was; and he, with what men more were 
with with him of his foldiers, moved immediately, and 
meeting with Captain Bracke?’s fons, who told him their 
father was taken, and that they faw a great army of In- 
dians in their father’s orchard, é@c. By this time our 
H Indians that wanted bags and horns were fitted, but want- 
ed more ammunition. Prelently came a mefienger to him 
from the town and inform’d him, that they had knock’d 
out the heads of feveral cafks of bullets, and they were all 
too big, being mufket bullets; and would not fit their 
guns, aad that if he did not go back himfelf a great part 
of the army would be-kept back from fervice for want of 
fuitable bullets. ie ‘ 
He run back and ordered every veffel to fend afhore all 
their cafks of bullets ; being brought knock’d out their. 
heads, and-turn’d them all out upon the green by the’ 
| fort, and fet all the people in the town, that were able, to 
‘make flugs;, being moft of them too large for their ufe, 
which had like to have been the overthrow of their whole 
army: He finding fome {mall bullets, and what ‘flugs. 
i | were made, and three fnapfacks of powder, went imme-_ 
diately to the army, who were very hotly engaged; but 
‘coming to the river the tide was up; he call’d to his men 
that were engaged, encouraging them, and told them he 
| had brought more ammunition for them. An Indian 
call’d Captain Lightfoot, laid down his gun, and came 
over the river, taking the powder upon his head, and a 
kettle of bullets in each hand, and got fafe to his fellow 
| foldiers. He perceiving great firing upon that fide he was 
"of, went to fee who they were, and found them to be two

'felves, and be the better able to make a difcovery of the ene- 
my; and foon coming to Lieutenant Clark’s field, on the 
fouth fide of the neck, and feeing the cattle feeding quiet- 
j ly, and perceiving no track, concluded the ambufcade 
had told them a falfhood they haftily returned back to 
the faid bridge, perceiving there was no noife of the ene- 
| my. Hie hearing feveral. great guns fire atthe town, con - 
¢luded that they were either afiaulted, or that they had 
difcovered the enemy: He having ordered that in cafe - 
- fach fhould be, that they fhould fire forne of their great 
guns to give him notice; he being a ftranget to the coun- 
try, concluded the enemy had by fome other way got to 
the town; whereupon he fent his men to the town, and:

vented him & his whole company from being cut off, &e. 
By this time the day was far {pent, and marching into 
town about funfet, carrying in all their wounded and dead 
men, being all fenfible of God’s goodnefs tothem, in giving 
them the victory, & caufing the enemy to fly with fhame,

inhabitants wonderfully rejoiced that the Almighty had 
favoured them fo much ; laying, That if Maj. Church, 


with his forces, had not come at that junéture, they had

ther by fending them relief early in the {pring, or fuffer’ { 
them to draw off, otherwife they would certainly be de- 
ftroyed, &c.

N the year 1690.was the expedition to Canada, and 
_ Major Walley often requefted Major Church that if he 
WIwould not go himfelf in that expedition, that he would 
not hinder others: He aniwered the faid Walley, ‘That he 
WWhould hinder none but his old foldiers, that ufed to go 
ine with him, €@c. And the faid Church going down to 


harlefown, to take his leave of fome ot his relations, and 


friends, who were going into that expedition, promifed 
his wife and family not to go into Boffen, the fmall-pox 

Deine very rife there. Coming to Charleftown, teveral 
lof his friends in Boffon came over to fee him; and the 
lnext day after the faid Church came there, Major Walley 


Gamie to him, and informed him, that the Governor and 


Council wanted to fpeak' with him: He anfwered him, 
ji hat he had promifed his wife and family not to go into 
softon ; faying, if they had any bufinefs, they could write 
‘0 him, and that he would fend them his anfwer. Soon 
fter came over two other Gentlemen with a meffage, that 
jhe Governor and Council wanted to have fome difcourfe 
vith him: The anfwer returned was, that he intended

mouth and. Barnftable county, and the othér out of Briftol 
county, with what forces he could raife, concluding to 
have but few officers, to fave charge. MTthe faid Chara | 
was at great charge and-expence in “raifine of forces. Go- 
vernor finkley promifed that he would take-care to pro- 
vide veffels to tranfport the faid army with ammunition 
and provifions, by the time prefixed by himfelf, for the 


government of Bofton had obliged themfelves by their let- 
ter, to provide any thing that was wanting ; fo at the ime 
prefixed Major Church marched down all his foldiers out of | 
‘Briffol county to Plymouth, as ordered ; and being come, 
found it not as he expected, for there were neither provi-

)an exprefs to the Governor who was at Barnjtadle, to give 


him an account that ‘he with the men were come to Ply- 


mouth, and found nothing ready ; in his return to the faid 


Oburch, gave kim an account of his difappointments ; 


-and fent Jobn Latbrep of Barnftable in.a vetiel with fome 


ammunition and provifion on beard, to him at Plymouth ; 
alfo fent him word that there was more on board of  Sa- 
x f Alling of Barnftable, who was-to go for a tran{port, 
and that he himfelf would be at Plymouth next day; but 
Alling never came near him, but went to Billings-gate, at 
Cape -cod, as he was informed. ‘The Governor being 
come, faid to Major Church that he muft-take fome of the

In the time Major Church lay at Bofton, the news came 
of Pemequid fort being taken; it came by a fhallop that 
prought fome prifoners to Bojton, who-gave an account 
if that there was a French fhip at Mount-Defart, who 
Maad taken a fhip of ours; fo the difcourfe was that they 
would fend the man of war, with other forces to take the 
aid French fhip, and retake ours. But in the mean time 
Major Church and his forces being ready, embarked, and 
Dn the 15th day of “Augup fet fail tor P: ifcataqua, where 
more men were to join them, (but before they | left Bo/- 
fon, Major Church difcourted with the Captain of the man 
of aio who promifed him, if he went to Mount.

‘as the day broke, and hid their boats, and keeping a goo 
look-cut by fea, and fent fcou.s out by land; but coul 
not difcover either canoes. or Indians; what tracks and, 
fire-places they faw were judged to be feven or eight days. 
‘before they came: As foon as night came, that they might 
go undifcovered, got into their boats, and went by Mu/- 
fel-neck, and fo amongft Penob/cot Iflands, looking very 
fharp as they went for fires on the fhore, and for ie 
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bat found neither ; getting up to Mathebeftucks hills, day 
Hy se on, landed; and hid their boats ; looking out for 
ithe enemy, as the day before, but to little purpose. Night 
coming on, to their oars again, working very hard, turn’d 
the night into day ; made feveral of their new foldiers 
grumble: But telling them they hoped to come up quick- 
ly with the enemy, put new life into them ;, and by day- 
Jight they got into the mouth of the river, where landing, 
found many rendezvous and fire places where the Indians 
had been; but at the fame {pace of time, as before-men- 
tioned. And no canoes paffed up the river that day. 
‘Their pilot, Fofeph York, informed the Major that 50 or 
66 miles up that river, at the great falls, the enemy had 
J2 great rendezvous, and planted a great quantity of corn, 
when he was a prifoner with them, four years ago, and 
that he was very well acquainted there; this gave great 
encouragement to have had fome confiderable advantage 
of the enemy at that place; fo ufing their utmof endea- 
yours to get up there undifcovered, and coming there 
found no enemy, nor corn planted, they having deferted 
the place. And ranging about the falls on both fides of 
ithe river, leaving men on the eaft fide of the faid river, 
andthe boats juit below the falls, with a good guard to 
fecure them, and to take the enemy if they came down 
the river ia their canoes.

swith them to St. Fobn’s, and helped them to unload the 
faid fhips, and carried up the river provifions, ammuni- 
ition, and other goods to Vz/doon’s fort. 


The Major having ranged all places that were thought 
proper, return’d back to the place where they firft land- 
ed, and finding feveral prifoners come in, who were trou- 
bled to fee their cattle, fheep, hogs and dogs lying dead 
about their houfes, chopp’d and hack’d with hatchets 3 
(which was done without order from the “lajor) however 
the told them, it was nothing to what our poor Eugii/p, 
‘in our frontier towns, were forced to look upon ; for men, 
‘women and children were. chopp’d and hack’d fo, and 
‘Jeft half dead, with all their {Calps taken off, and that they, 
and their Indians, ferved ours fo ; and our favages would 
‘be glad to ferve them fo too, if he would permit them 5 
which caufed them to be mighty fubmiflive, and begged 
the Major that he would not let the favages ferve them fo. 
Our Indians being fomewhat fenfible of the difcourfe, de- 
fired to have fome of them to roaft, and fo make a dance 5 
and dancing in a hideous manner, to terrify them ; faid, 
That they could eat any fort of flefh, and that fome of 
theirs would make their hearts ftrong : Stepping up to 
fome of the prifoners, faid, They mult have their fcalps, 

which much terrified the poor prifoners, who begged for 
their lives. The Major told them ‘he did not defign the 
- favages fhould hurt them ; but it was to let them fee alit- - 
tle what the. poor Exgli/h felt, faying, Tt was not their 
fealps he wanted, but the favages, for he fhould get no- 
thing by them; and told them, That their fathers, the 
Friars and Governors, encouraged their favages, and gave 
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them money'to fcalp our Engii/b, notwithftanding -they |, 
were with them ; which feveral of our Engh/h, there pres | 
fent, did teftify to their faces, that their fathers & mothers |, 
were ferved fo in their fight. But the Major bid them}, 
tell their fathers the Friars, and the Governors, That if | 
they ftill perfifted, and let their wretched favages kill and }, 
deftroy the poor Englifh at that rate, he would come with |; 
fome hundreds of favages, and let them joofe amongft |, 
them, who would. kill, fcalp, & carry away every French | 
perfon in all thofe parts, for they were the root from), 
whence all the branches came that hurt us ; for the In-'|, 
dians could not do us any harm, if they did not relieve |, 
and fupply them. The French being fenfible of the Ma- |, 
jor’s kindnefs to them, kuis’d his hand, & were very thanks | 
ful to him for his favour te them in faving their lives ¢ | 
owned that their Priefts were at the taking of Pemequid , 
fort, and were now gone to Layhone, with fome of the Ins j 
dians, to meet the French fhips, but for what they would | 
not tell. The Commander, with his forces, having done, 
all they could in thofe parts, concluded to go to St. Fobn’s | 
river, to do further fervice for their King and country, ;

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“This night’s fervice being over, immediately Colonel 
Church \eaves a fufficient guard with Gourdan, and the 
other prifoners, moved in fome whale-boats with the ref, 
end as they were going fpied a {mall thing upon the wa- 
ter, at a great diftance, which proved to. be a birch ca- 
noe, with two Indians in her; the Colonel prefently or- 
dered the lighteft boat he had to make the beft of her 
way, and cut them off from the fhore; but the Indians 
perceiving their defign, run their canoe afhore and fled. 
Colonel Church fearing they would run directly to Shar- 
kee, made all the expedition imaginable , but it being ebb - 
and the water low, was obliged to land, and make the 
beft of their way through the woods, hoping to intercept 
the Indians, and get to Sharkee’s houle before them 5 
which was two miles from where our forces landed. The 
Colonel being ancient and unwildy, defired Serjeant Edee 
to run with him, and coming to feveral trees fallen, 
which he could net creep under, or readily get over, would 
lay his breaft againft the tree, the faid Edee turning him 
lover, generally had cat-luck, falling on his feet, by which 
means kept in the front; and coming near to Sharkee’s 
houfe, difcovered fome French and Indians making a wear 
i dic river, and prefently difcovered the two Indians 
aforementioned, who called to them at work in the river 3 
told them there was an army of Engli/b and Indians juft 
by; who immediately left their work and ran, endeavour- 
ing to get to Sharkee’s houfe ; who, hearing the noile, took 
his Lady and child, and ran into the woods. Our men 
running brifkly fired and killed one of the Indians, : and 
took the reft prifoners, Then going to Sharkee’s houle 
found a woman and child, to whom they gave good quar- 
Hter: And finding that Madam Sharkee had left her filk 
clothes and fine linen behind her, our forces were defirous 
to have purfued and taken her; but Colonel Church for-

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(For their return was, That if our forces would not hurt 
their eftates, then they would furrender, if otherwife in- 
xended, they fhould fight for them, &c.) But meeting 
with feveral creeks near 20 or 30 feet deep, which were 
iwery muddy and dirty, fo that the army could not get os 
ver them, was obliged to return to their boats again, and 
wait till within night before the tide ferved them to go 
‘up to the town; and then intended to go up pretty near the 
town, and not to fal! to ti morning, being in hopes that 
the banks of the creeks would thelter them from the ene- 
my; butthe tides rifing fo high expofed them all to the 
enemy; who had the trees and woods to befriend them :— 
And fo came down in the night and fired fmartly at our 
forces ; but Col. Church being in a Pinnace that had a 
fmall cannon placed in the head, ordered it to be charged 
feveral times, with bullets in fmall bags, and fired at the 
/enemy which made fuch a rattling amongft the trees, that 
/eaufed the enemy to draw off; and by the great provi- 
dence of Almighty God, not one of our forces was hurt 
that night ; (but, as I have been informed, they had one 
Indian killed, and fome others wounded, which was fome ' 
difcouragement to the enemy.)

tion of the crown of England, he utterly refufed it, urg-) 
ing to them their former perfidiouinefs ; they allo urging 
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any where in the Bay of Fundy, if they were not taken 
under the Exgli/b government ; for with the benefit of the 
whale-boats, (as the Engli/h called them) they could take 
and deftroy all their people in the town of Memis, in one

The Colonel ordering them apart, examined the woman 
firft, who gave him this account following, That fhe had 
lived thereabouts ever fince the fleet went by, and that 
fhe had never feen but two Indians fince, who came in 
-“acanoe from Norrigwock; who afked her, what made 
“her to be there alone? She told them, She had not 
feen a Frenchinan nor an Indian, except thole two 
“fince the Englifh fhips went by. Then the Indians told 
her there was not one Indian left except thofe two, 
| who belong to the. Gut of Canfo, on this fide of Ca- 
nada; for thofe friars coming down with the Indians to 
-M. Gordans, and finding the Frenchmen fain, and_ their 
hair {poiled, being {calped, put them into a great confterna- 
“tion; and the friars told them it, was impoffible for them 
to live thereabouts, for the Exglz/h with their whale-boats 
“would ferve them all fo, upon which they all went to 
Norrigiwock : Alfo told her that when the Englij/b came 
along through Penob/cos, they had {wept it of the inhabi- 
tants, as if it had been fwept with a broom, neither Lrench 
nor Indians efcaping them: Further told her, That when 
their fathers, the friars, and the Indians met together at —- 
| Norrigwock they called a council, and the friars told the 
Indians, Lhat they mutt look out forfome other country, 
for that it was impoffible for them to live there; alfo told 
"them there was ariver called Moffippee, where they might 
“Jive quietly, and no Enghjb come near them: It being as 
far beyond Canada, as it was to it, Gc. and if they would 
go and live there, they would live and die with them, 
i He if not they would leave them, and never come hear 
_them again. Whereupon they all agreed to go away ; 
which they did, and lett their rough houfholdftuff, and 
orn behind them, and went all, except thole two for Ca- 
Oe ite tute | nada. 
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had no reafon to think but that it was true. 

Colonel’ Church having done what he could there, em- 
barked on board the tranfports, and went to Mount-De- 
fart, found no fhips there, buta rundlet rid off by aline 
in the harbeur, which he ordered to be taken up, and 
opening of it found a letter, which gave him an account 


that the fhips were gone home for Bofton. Then he pro; 
ceeded and went to Penobjcot , where being come, made _ 


diligent fearch in thofe parts for the enemy, but could 


not “find or make any difcoyery of them, or that any had. 
been there fince he left thoie parts, which caufed him ta.

Should be civilly treated, and fafely returned, as I have a 
been informed 5 that fome of the prifoners that were taken © 
gave an account ; fo that we have great caufe to believe 
that the meflace Colonel Church fent by the two French i: 


centlemen from Menis, to the Governor of Port-Royal, 


took effect, and was a means to bring peace in our bor- 


ders, 8c. Then Col. Church with his forces embarked 


on board the tranfports, and went to Ca/co-Bay, where — 
they met with Capt. Gallop, in a veffel from Bofton, who — 
Bae brought Col, Church further orders ; which was to — 
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fend fome of -his forces up to Norrigwock, in purfuit of 
the enemy; but he being fenfible that the enemy were 
gone from thence, and that his foldiers were much wore 
out, and faticued in the hard fervice they had already 
done, and wanted to get home, called a council, and 
agreed all to go home, which accordingly they did. 

To conclude this expedition, I will juft give a hint of 
 fome treatment Colonel Church had betore and after he 
“came home, For all his great expences, fatigues and 
hardfhips, in and about this expedition, (v72.) He re- 
ceived of his Excellency Fifteen Pounds, as an earnett pen- ” 
ny towards railing volunteers ; ‘and atter he came to re- 
ceive his debenture for his Colonel’s pay, there was Two 
Shillings and Four Pence due to him ; and as for his Cap- 
tain’s pay, and man Jack, he has never received any 
thing as yet. Alfo after he came home, fome ill-minded 
perfons did their endeavour to haye taken away his life, 
for that there were fome of the French enemy killed this 
expedition ; but his Excellency the Governor, the ho- | 
norable Council, and Houle of Reprefentatives faw caufe | 
to clear him, and gaye him thanks for his good fervice ' 
done. — | ? a 
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,OLONEL BENFZAMIN CHURCH was 
born in 1639, at Duxbury, near Plymouth, of re- 
putable parents, who lived and died there. His 
father’s name was JosEPH, who, with two of his 
brethren, came early into New-Eugland, as refugees from 
the religious oppreffion of the parent ftate. Mr. Jo/epd 
1 Church, among other children, had three fons, Fo/eph, 

_ Caleb, and Benjamin. Caleb tettled at Watertown; the

' aéted in it is exhibited in this plain narrative, given by 
his fon two years before his father’s death. 


Colonel Church perfectly underftood the manner of 


' the Indians in fighting, and was thoroughly acquainted 


with their haunts, fwamps, and places of refuge on the 
territory between Narraganfet and Cape-Cod: ‘There he 
was particularly fuccefsful : On that feld he gathered his 
laurels, The furprifal and feizure of ANNAwon was an 


~ a& of true boldnefs and heroifm. Had the eaftern In- 
~dians been furrounded with Engli/d fettlements, there ts 


reafon to think that he would have been more fuccefsful 
among them. But on a long & extended frontier, open to 
immenfe defarts, little more has ever been done by troops 
of undoubted courage, than'to aroufe and drive off the 
Indians into a wide, howling wildernefs; where it was’ 
as much‘in vain to feek them, as for Cfar to feek the 

Gauls in the Hircinian foretts. oy 
The prefent edition of this hiftory is given without any 
alterations in the body of it; it being thought beft that 
it fhould go down to pofterity, (like the Periplas of 
Hanno) with its own internal marks of originality, 
However, in the margin the editor hath given the Ezg- 
lifp names of the places defcribed by Indian names in the 

Narrative; and alfo forme few notes and illuftrations. - 
. After Philip’s war Colonel Church fettled and lived 
firft at Bristol, then at Fall-River, laftly at Seconet,—in 
‘each of which places:he acquired and left a large eftate. 
Having ferved his generation faithfully, by the will of 
God, he fell afleep, and was gathered to his fathers. He 
died and was buried at Little-Compton. ‘The morning be- 
‘fore his death he went about two miles on horfeback, to 
vifit his only filter Mrs. Iri/4, to fympathize with her on

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the death of her only child. After a friendly and pious 

-wifit, In a moying and affecting manner he took his leave 
of her, and faid, “It was a laft farewell; telling her he 
was perfuaded he fhould never fee her more; but hoped — 
to meet her in heaven.” Returning homeward, he had 
not rode above half a mile before his horfe ftumbled, ~ 

~ and threw him over his head: And the Colonel being — 
exceeding fat and heavy, fell with fuch force that a 
blood veflel was broken, and the blood guthed out of his 
mouth like a torrent. His wife was foon brought to — 
him ; he tried but was unable to fpeak to her, and died 
in about twelve hours. He was carried to the grave with 
great funeral pomp, and was buried under arms, and | 
with military honours.
